ILLIAM E HENLEY once wrote a famous poem in which he spoke of 
a m an as being the m aster of his own fate. Henley wrote this poem 
when in a hospital with his life hanging in th e balance. Undoubtedly his 
great indom itable spirit is what pulled him through. Certainly it inspired 
this poem which will live, and which has inspired untold numbers. 
You are your oval master. You can! 
No other being on earth can do 
for a m an what he is able to do for himself. His m ind is suprem e. Your 
mind is suprem e in your own body. 
There is nothing in this world so spurring as a m asterful m ind—a 
mind th a t is under complete control. 
It s a greater creation th a n any­ 
thing th a t it creates. 
I think it was Hannibal who said: "There shall be no Alps!” Today 
every school boy knows that saying. It was the m asterful m inds of H an­ 
nibal and Napoleon which have held the adm iration of the world—not to 
the purposes to which they devoted them —m any of which were undoubt- 
ly inspired by selfish desires for personal power.
